Feared captured 


American soldier disappeared 
after walking off Afghan base

KABUL An American soldier who disappeared after walking 
off his base in eastern Afghanistan with three Afghan coun- 
terparts is believed captured, officials said Thursday 

Spokeswoman Capt. Elizabeth Mathias said the soldier 
disappeared Tuesday 

“We understand him to have been captured by militant 
forces. We have all available resources out there looking for 
him and hopefully providing for his safe return,” Mathias 
said. 

Mathias did not provide details on the soldier, the location 
where he was captured or the circumstances. 

“We are not providing further details to protect the sol- 
dier’s well-being,” she said. 

Afghan Police Gen. Nabi Mullakheil said the soldier went 
missing in the Mullakheil area of eastern Paktika province, 
where there is an American base. 

The soldier was noticed missing during a routine check of 
the unit on Tuesday and was first listed as “duty status where- 
abouts unknown,” a U.S. defense official said on condition of 
anonymity 

It wasn’t until Thursday that officials said publicly that he 
was missing and described him as “believed captured.” Details 
of such incidents are routinely held very tightly by the military 
as it works to retrieve a missing or captured soldier without 
giving away any information to captors. 


MAJOR OFFENSIVE 

U.S. Marines suffered their first casualties of a massive new 
military campaign Thursday as they engaged in sporadic 
gunbattles along 55 miles of Taliban-controlled heartland in 
southern Afghanistan. 

One Marine was killed and several others were injured 
or wounded on the first full day of the assault, the largest 
military operation in Afghanistan since the fall of Taliban 
government in 2001. 

Officials described Operation Khanjar, or “Strike of the 
Sword,” involving almost 4,000 newly arrived Marines and 
more than 600 Afghan security forces, as the largest and 
fastest-moving of the war’s new phase. 


Initial reports indicated the soldier was off duty at the 
time he went missing, having just completed a shift, the 
official said. 

The missing man is an enlisted soldier, and his family has 
been notified. 

Two U.S. defense sources said the soldier “just walked off” 
post with three Afghan counterparts after he finished work- 
ing. They said they had no explanation for why he left the 
base. He was assigned to a combat outpost, one of a number 
of smaller bases set up by foreign forces in Afghanistan, the 
officials said. 

Zabiullah Mujaheed, a spokesman for the Taliban, could not 
confirm that the soldier was with any of their forces. Several 
insurgent groups operate in eastern Afghanistan, and the 
Taliban is only one of them.

Scenes from a meltdown 


United computer 
crash creates travel 
headaches at O’Hare

Eight months pregnant and exhausted, Mary 
Ann Cuadrado just wanted something to eat. 

She, her son Giovanny Ortiz, 14, and her 
nephew Jose Cuadrado, 13, drove from South 
Bend, Ind., around 4:30 a.m. Thursday bound 
for O’Hare. Jose was scheduled to fly home to 
Puerto Rico at 8:30 a.m., but a massive com- 
puter glitch canceled about 100 flights and 
delayed dozens more, including his. So they 
were stuck in Terminal i, where United flights 
depart, like thousands of others. 

“We haven’t eaten anything,” a famished 
Cuadrado, 32, said about 9:30 a.m. “We don’t 
want to leave the line to buy something to eat.” 

United’s check-in system crashed about 
3 a.m. and stayed down until 10:30 a.m. on 
the third-busiest travel holiday of the year. 


according to United Airlines and AAA. 

About 1.7 million people in Illinois are 
expected to travel this weekend, but a major- 
ity will drive, AAA spokeswoman Beth 
Mosher said. 

United, scheduled for 583 flights on 
Thursday, still is investigating the cause of the 
outage, spokeswoman Robin Urbanski said. 

To get around the glitch, agents manually 
checked in travelers through mobile units and 
laptops. United Express Vice President Cindy 
Szadokierski said. O’Hare staff also called 
agents at other airports to have them check 
in travelers, with O’Hare agents writing out 
boarding passes, Szadokierski said. 

Still, the frustration was apparent on the 
faces of passengers as they waited to learn 
their flight’s fate. 

JameelaJawadi, 50, of Plainfield was in line, 
waiting to check in for her 9:40 a.m. flight 
to Phoenix, when it was canceled. “I’m just 
tired, exhausted,” Jawadi said, slumped over 
on a cushy bench.

They were the reason fans were told to take 
cover during a game at Wrigley Eield this spring, 
a Chicago bike rally was cut short last month 
and guests at Northwestern University’s com- 
mencement heard only the first and last pages 
of Wynton Marsalis’ prepared remarks. 

Private meteorologists —with their location- 
specific, minute-by-minute forecasts— have 
come to play a crucial, behind-the-scenes role 
in the staging of many of the region’s outdoor 
events. 

Planning to attend a concert at Ravinia, the 
Sox game at US. Cellular Eield or the fireworks 
show downtown? If storms are in the forecast, 
expect private meteorologists to quietly shape 
the activities like puppeteers pulling strings 
above a stage. 

“We’re stepping in at critical moments,” 
Joel Bonnan, a meteorologist with Palatine- 
based Murray and Trettel, said as he worked 
the phones on a recent afternoon, briefing 
the commercial weather company’s clients on 
storms gathering northwest of Chicago. “It’s all 
about, how do you dodge the bullet?” 

With the safety of thousands of people in 
their hands, many event planners don’t want to 
rely solely on the geographically broad warn- 
ings issued by the National Weather Service or 
the general predictions broadcast on TV and 
radio. 

By hiring a private weather-tracking com- 
pany, whose fees range from hundreds to thou- 
sands of dollars depending on the client, event 
planners secure real-time forecasts for their 
location. 

They also gain access to trained professionals 
who can coach them through what it all means. 
Equipped with radar, weather maps and histori- 
cal data, the private meteorologists assess when 
a storm will crash down on a specific site, for 
how long and the dangers it poses. 

The White Sox and Six Elags Great America 
use DTN/Meteorlogix, an agency based in 
Burnsville, Minn. Locally, Murray and Trettel 
counts the city of Chicago, Ravinia, the Cubs 
and operators of Soldier Eield among its cli- 
ents. 

“I talk to them more than anyone else dur- 
ing the course of a game— sometimes 10 times 
a day,” said Roger Baird, groundskeeper for the 
Cubs.

Boom, boom, pow!

Some 90,000 people will crowd Navy Pier and the surrounding parks, streets and beaches to 
watch Saturda/s annual 4 th of July fireworks spectacle —but this year, spectators can expect 
a bigger bang. The show, which AOL this week ranked eighth-best in the nation, will extend 
its run time to 15 minutes, up from 10 last year. 

“I just felt like there should be something bigger {this year],” said Sheri Piecuch, director 
of entertainment at Navy Pier. “It’s the 4th of July; it’s the best day of the year for fire- 
works.” 

But while all eyes will be on the bursts of light in the night sky, planning the show actually 
begins by first choosing the music you hear at the show. Here’s a look, in four steps, at how 
Chicago’s 4th of July fireworks come to be, from conception to launch. 


D The process begins approximately two 
months prior to the show with the 
selection of a soundtrack. Piecuch and her 
team carefully selected the mix of 13 songs 
and audio clips from famous speeches for 
their Saturday show, opting for a “tradition- 
ally Americana” theme with familiar patri- 
otic tunes such as “God Bless America” and 
‘America the Beautiful.” 

“The music is just as big a part as the fire- 
works are,” she said. “To see how well the 
fireworks are timed to the music creates 
more of a performance instead of fireworks 
in the sky” 

Though no city approval is needed for 
Piecuch’s soundtrack choices, she said she 
did ask for input from the entire staff at 
Navy Pier. 


□ The list of songs is then sent over to 
creative director Matt Peterson at 
Kingsbury Ind.-based Melrose Pyrotechnics, 
a fireworks company that designs and fires 
off both the Navy Pier show and Friday’s 
Taste of Chicago show on the lakefront. 

Using only a computer, Peterson said he 
picks from thousands of fireworks. Some 
explode in star, heart and circle patterns; 
others are shaped like pansies, chrysan- 
themums and dahlias. He actually works 
backward, song by song, taking into consid- 
eration the color, style, size and “boom” of 
each firework he chooses. 

“When you first start out it is hard to get 
that feel, and to feel what the music is actu- 
ally doing,” he said. ‘A lot of times when the 
music slows down you use a shell that feels 
softer to the eye.” 


B Once the show is completely designed, 
the computer data Peterson creates is 
translated into a blueprint for where each shell 
needs to be loaded on the barge that fires off 
the pyrotechnics on the lake. The thousands 
of shells are moved from Melrose’s ware- 
house to an undisclosed location— for safety 
reasons— where the barge is loaded, said Bob 
Kerns, director of operations at Melrose. 

Peterson called loading the barge a “metic- 
ulous” job that can take days to complete. 

□ The morning of the show, the barge 
is pulled by a boat to its spot on Lake 
Michigan. It’s “a calm time to get to see the 
city skyline,” Peterson said. 

As nighttime arrives, a crew of seven pyro- 
technicians, including Peterson, stations 
itself in a hut-like room on the barge. The 
technicians’ top priority: to start the show 
in sync with the start of the music. After 
the show launches, no other interference is 
needed unless a mishap occurs. 

“There are always butterflies, always that 
little sense of anticipation to get the show 
started and get it going,” Peterson said. 

But butterflies turn to excitement, 
Peterson said, when he sees the fireworks 
going off each year. 

“It’s awesome to think that there are a 
million people out watching my {shows],” 
he said. “Madonna can’t even do that, or the 
Rolling Stones.”

Vande Velde shooting for podium finish in Tour de France

Christian Vande Velde had just finished assessing next week’s team time trial 
stage of the Tour de France. The temperature had been above lOO degrees, and 
the winding, narrow roads of the course in Montpellier, France, were tricky and 
challenging. As Vande Velde described those unpleasant conditions over the 
phone, he made it sound all good. 


“It was scary” he said. “I still wasn’t loo per- 
cent, and right off we are going over 6o miles 
per hour.” 

He feels ready for 2009 Tour de France, having 
quietly become one of the race’s biggest stories a 
year ago. He placed fifth— it became fourth after 
the fourth finisher was busted for doping. 

“I was looking around at people who I always 
put on a pedestal, and I was right with them,” 
Vande Velde said at the Beijing Olympics. 

This time, he hopes to be on that pedestal. 

“Before the accident, I was shooting for the 
podium,” Vande Velde said. “I’m going to race 
as hard as we can, and we’ll see, but I’m not 
downplaying myself too much.”

‘Any crash that significant, 
you have questions and fears,” he said.

31 end of the Tour of Italy and Saturday’s start 
of the Tour de France.

There were times when he thought it was pret- 
ty silly to keep paying strict attention to what 
he ate if he wouldn’t be able to ride the Tour 
de France. 

“Some days, Haagen-Dazs and beer seemed 
like a pretty good idea,” he said. 

Vande Velde stuck to his diet but knew he 
needed a race before the Tour de France to regain 
the fitness that had slipped away The best choice 
was the Tour of Switzerland, with nine stages and 
plenty of climbs in its 841-mile course. 

So there he was in Davos, Switzerland, for 
the race’s first real stage, a 90 -mile loop begin- 
ning with a 15-mile descent so steep it would 
produce speeds between 50 and 70 mph.

On a (lobster) roll

Ladies and gentlemen, let us reintroduce 
you to the lobster roll This New England 
staple of mayo-dressed lobster salad on 
a bun is far from new in town. Classic 
spots such as Gibson’s and Shaw’s have 
been serving ’em for years. But now a new 
generation of downtown bars is slapping 
them on their seasonal menus— and selling 
the heck out of them. Just as we’re ponder- 
ing the local trend— boom!— Gourmet 
magazine’s July issue arrives with a luscious 
lobster roll on the cover. Dare we call it 
the sandwich of the summer? 



Bull & Bear 

431 N. Weffs St 312-527-5973 
When the weather’s nice, scoring a table 
on the sweet flower-lined sidewalk here 
is tough. Thankfully, Chef David Blonsky’s 
lobster rolls are served inside too. When 
Blonsky created the bar’s collection of mini- 
sandwiches, memories of lobster boils from 
his East Coast culinary school days prompted 
him to include a lobster roll alongside itty 
bitty Philly cheese steaks and meatball 
Sammies. 

The *wlch: Claw and tail meat with tarragon, 
lemon juice, mayo and truffle oil on a buttered 
mini-challah roll, topped with cucumber relish 
($14 for three) 

Pair it with: A glass of Mionetto prosecco from Veneto, Italy ($9), Stella Artois ($6) or a vodka martini with 
blue cheese-stuffed olives ($12) 



Theory 

9 W. Hubbard St. 312-644-0004 
This polished sports lounge was the first of these 
spots to push the lobster roll; a spiced-up version 
was on the menu when it opened in the winter. After 
you settle into a seat on the sidewalk under a duo 
of flat-screen TVs, ask for the sandwich by name. 
Though it’s not currently on the printed menu, chef 
Brian Merel will whip one up by request. 

The 'wich: Tail, claw and knuckle meat mixed with 
sweet-and-spicy remouladeon a toasted French roll, 
sprinkled with chopped tomatoes and chives. This 
full-size sandwich ($18) comes with cole slaw and a 
mix of sweet potato and french fries. 

Pair it with: Root Ts 2008 Chilean sauvignon blanc 
($8 a glass), a clean and crisp complement to this 
sandwich’s sweet and spicy flavor. “It’d be silly to 
drink anything else,” says Merel.

Nikki Wky of Lakeview says she gets frus- 
trated with the moms wielding double-wide 
strollers. She said strollers made it difficult 
to walk the Do Division Street Fest in May, 
“More often than not, the/ re in the way,” 
said Way, 22, “%u would think {stroUer 
moms] would have some common sense and 
realize they would be blocking traffic,” 
Event organizers have their own fest 
peeves. Asked by RedEye about festival do’s 
and don’t’s, Bucktown Arts Fest spokesman 
Jeffrey Wolfe said it’s OK to bring kids to the 
August festival, “but please keep an eye on 
them; event staff are not baby-sitters,” 
Meanwhile, KarlaThomas, spokeswoman 
for the 25th Annual World’s Largest Block 
Party, told RedEye it’s not cool to bring lawn 
chairs to or litter at the West Loop fest that 
occurs this month. 

Though rules vary from fest to fest, there 
are a few commandments festgoers should 
always follow: 

» Thou shalt not cut in line, start a fight, 
litter or talk loudly on cell phones, 

n Thou shalt conduct thy business in the 
portable toilets— not behind the them— and 
keep all lines, especially the bathroom line, 
moving as quickly as possible.

In six 
years, the festival had not had a problem with a 
dog until last year, Schwartz told RedEye, when 
someone brought a pit bull and it put another 
little dog In its mouth.

“We just never had a problem 
with a dog before and it had to be a pit bull. We just threw Dobermans 
into the same category, though it might be unfair.”

Several 
fests ask for but don’t require donations, which 
help pay for bands and security costs. 

Solution: An outstretched leg. See you next fall. 



SMOKE DADDIES 

This person seems to enjoy blowing smoke in 
your face. Susie Makol of Ukrainian Village said 
smoking is her fest peeve. She said she attends 
most of the Movies in the Park, the Chicago 
Park District event in parks across the city. 
“Somebody’s usually smoking there,” said Makol, 
21 . 

Smoking isn’t allowed in the Petrillo Band Shell at 
the Taste of Chicago or in the seating area of the Jay Pritzker Pavilion in 
Millennium Park, said Chicago Park District spokeswoman Marta Juaniza. 
Solution: Swine flu masks, the hip spring accessory. 




THE NOT-SO-SMOOTH OPERATORS 

The bicyclists/skateboarders/rollerbladers who 
mow down festgoers and park their vehicles in 
inconvenient places. Festgoers are not allowed 
to ride bikes on festival grounds for the city- 
sponsored celebrations including Taste of 
Chicago and the Outdoor Film Festival. Bikes 
must be walked through the events, said Cindy 
Gatziolis, spokeswoman for the Mayor’s Office of 


Special Events. 

Solution: A pocketful of tacks. 


What is the summer festival price tag? 


It’s difficult to determine the number of people who break 
fest rules. RedEye couldn’t find an organization that keeps 
track of the number of incidents of bad behavior at fests, and 
Chicago Police Department spokeswoman Sgt. Antoinette 
Ursitti said the police department doesn’t keep statistics of 
incidents related to fests. 

Most neighborhood fests pay for their own security, but 
the City of Chicago has budgeted about $1.5 million for 
police department patrols at the Taste of Chicago, Outdoor 
Film Festival, Air and Water Show and the Gospel Music, 
Blues, Latin Music, Jazz, Country Music and Celtic fests. 


Chicago police announced last week that access points to 
the Taste of Chicago are being staffed by police, and there is 
a security emphasis at CTA and Metra stations and Pace bus 
stops. 

Four people were shot, one fatally, following the festival’s 
fireworks display last year. Last week police arrested a man 
on a weapons charge after he allegedly tried to bring a 
loaded handgun to the Taste. 

The city’s 2009 budget also includes $1.1 million for fest 
cleanup crews and $95,000 for about 500 toilets at the 
Taste of Chicago, tracyswartz
